Well Case Postponed 


The trial date for the City of 
Romulus suit against Environmen- 
tal Disposal Systems, Inc. — which 
recently constructed a hazardous 
deep-injection wellin Romulus, with 
plans to begin operation in the 
spring of 1994 — has been post- 
poned until January 26, 1994. 

In the meantime, a budget- 
amendment proposal, which would 
take $100,000 from other depart- 
mental funds to cover initial legal 
costs incurred, was passed by the 
Romulus City Council by a 4—1 
vote. (Councilmen Mary Ann Banks 
and Russell Lambert were not in 
attendance; Councilman "Pete" 
Bergeron cast the negative vote.) 


Recount Yields Tie; 
Prybyla Wins Draw 


When the November 2 general 
election found City Council candi- 
date Mary (Hatten) Collins losing 
the seventh Council seat to Mike 
Prybyla by one slim vote, Collins 
called for a recount, which was 
conducted at Romulus City Hall on 
Tuesday, November 23. When the 
recount yielded a tie for last place, 
the Council seat was filled by lot, in 
accordance with State law, with 
Prybyla having "the luck of the 
draw." He was sworn into office 
immediately following the recount. 


Dial 8-1-0 

Because good old Ma Bell was 
running out of phone numbers in 
the (313) area code, a new area 
code — taken from the northern 
section of the (313) area code — 
has beencreated. On December 1, 
1993, the new (810) area code be- 
came recognized Nationally and a 
transition period began. During the 
transition, customers will be able to 
reach a telephone number in the 
(810) area code by dialing either 
(313) or (810). Starting on August 
10, 1994, the new area code be- 
comes Official, and callers willneed 
to dial the (810) area code.

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Pitoniak Submits Bill Request To Prohibit 
Commercial Hazardous Waste Injection Wells 


State Representative Gregory E. 
Pitoniak (D—Taylor) recently announced 
that he has submitted a bill request which 
would prohibit commercial hazardous- 
waste injection wells in Michigan. 

Concems on this subject arose when 
Environmental Disposal Systems, Inc. 
(EDS), received a permit for the con- 
struction and operation of a Class | injec- 
tion well from the United States Environ- 
mental Protection Agency (EPA) andthe 
Michigan Department of Natural Re- 
sources (DNR). The 4,500-foot injection 
well would be used to dispose liquid 
industrial waste from multiple sources. 

The commercial injection well, which 
is located in the City of Romulus, would 
be the first of its kind in Michigan. At this 
time, it's been approved by the EPA and 
the DNR for the disposal of five specific 
types of nonhazardous wastes. In order 
to dispose of additional wastes, hazard- 
ous or nonhazardous, EDS would need 
further approval from the EPA and DNR. 

"| am pleased that plans for this 
injection well have been dealt with in a 
responsible and carefully planned man- 
ner," said Pitoniak. "However, | do have 
some concerns because liquid industrial 
wastes Can pose many problems for a 
community.” 


Pitoniak discussed the fact that the 
wastes would be transported by vehicles 
from industrial factories to the injection 
well. 

"Although the truck route which has 
been developed for these vehicles does 
not pass through any residentialor school 
zones," he said, "the danger of leaking is 
always prevalent, particularly in case of 
an accident." 

He feels that another problem is the 


fact that both the EPA and the DNR have. 


acknowledged that their ability to prop- 
erly monitor these wastes might be hin- 
dered by a lack of staff. 

"We are seeing a reduction in the 
Staff at almost every government agency 
inthe State,” said Pitoniak. "Unfortunate- 
ly, it hurts the regulation of programs 
such as this injection well, making it 
difficult to assure Romulus residents of 
their safety," he added. 

Finally, he said, questions have been 
raised about the need for a commercial 
injection well in Michigan. 

"Industry in our state has managed 
fine without one thus far,” said Pitoniak. 
"Since there are other ways of handling 
liquid wastes, the burden is on industry 
to prove the necessity of initiating this 
major step in waste removal.”

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Romulus Profile: Beverly McAnally

As a reporter for The Detroit News 
from 1965 to 1973, Beverly McAnally 
was assigned to cover all of western 
Wayne County — although, she admits 
with a smile, she managed to concen- 
trate a good deal on almost anything that 
pertained to Romulus and its people. 

Inarecent interview, the 66-year-old 
Missouri native explained how her expe- 
rience as a reporter prompted her to 
enter local politics and, eventually, be- 
come Mayor of Romulus. 

"At the time," said McAnally, “| had 
three children in Romulus schools, and 
was active in a lot of school and civic 
programs. As a reporter, |. saw several 
things about Romulus that! thought could 
be better. So, in 1973, | ran for City 
Council." 

McAnally won a Council seat in her 
first political outing — but it wasn't easy. 
As an independent candidate in that 
year's primary election, she finished 
"dead last." However, since she came 
from"a long line of Missouri Democrats," 
McAnally ran under the Democratic ban- 
ner in the general election, and wound 
up as the top vote-getter. 

After serving three terms on City 
Council, McAnally switched her focus 
and, in 1979, she ran for City Treasurer. 
She won. 

"For some time," said the 35-year 
Romulus resident, "| had noticed a ten- 
dency on the part of the City to raise the 
anticipated tax figure whenever more 
money was needed. | was baffled by this 
concept. Also, after | won the election, | 
discovered that the City budget was es- 
timated not by the departments, but by 
the finance officials, and that all the idle 
money was in checking accounts, earn- 
ing no interest." 

McAnally soon transferred the City 
money into investment accounts, thereby 
making the Romulus Treasury Depart- 
ment a model for other local govern- 
ments throughout the State. From this 
move, she said, the City actually began 
to make money "hand over fist." 

In 1983, McAnally was elected Mayor 
of the City of Romulus. The issue of the 
City's relationship with Detroit Metropoli- 
tan Airport was an integral part of her 
campaign. 

"When running for Mayor,” McAnally 

said, "| stated my belief that the Airport 
was here and was going to stay, so we 
might as well benefit from it. After all, it 
was aninternational airport; why shouldn't 
we use its proximity as a catalyst to get 
things done? 
“Another thing about the Airport," 
she continued, "was that it supported a 
lot of tax-paying businesses and indus- 
try which, inturn, reduced the tax burden 
of our residents." 

Presently, McAnally continues to 
work.closely with the Airport — but not, . 
she stressed, to accommodate it. If she 


feels that a proposed Airport activity will 
be detrimental to the City, she strongly 
resists the proposal. McAnally is, as she 
put it, "always prepared to fight.” 

When asked to list some mayoral 
achievements of which she is most proud, 
McAnally began, "I'm happy that we've 
paved 40 miles of road for our people. | 
also feel good about holding the line on 
taxes and still giving quality service to 
our residents. 

"Additionally," she noted, "I'm glad 
that ourfinancial position has improveda 
thousandfold. We've recently received 
awards for our budget and annual fiscal 
report from two separate municipal fi- 
nance associations.” 

McAnally is also pleased with the 
Wick/Wickham project, from which, she 
Stated, additional tax revenue will be 
realized. Similarly, McAnally will be "ex- 
tremely proud" when the Metro World 
Complex is completed. 

"The Complex," she said, "will pro- 
vide tax revenue and new jobs — and, 
since the facility will be self-contained 
and sequestered from the City and its 
activities, it will not be a hindrance to us 
at all." 

Of course, after spending more than 
10 years inthe Romulus chief executive's 
chair, McAnally is sure to have experi- 
enced a number of disappointments, as 
well. She was asked to comment. 

"For me,” she said, "it's disappoint- 
ing when people don't understand a par- 
ticular issue, or when they follow a ‘false 
leader who distorts and misleads ... 
and this happens. Thankfully, sooner or 


later, the people will figure things out. 


The public is generally quite perceptive 
and, in the long run, will make good 
judgments.” 

McAnally is additionally dismayed 
by the fact that the City hasn't generated 
as much money as she had wished in 
orderto pave even more roads. Also, she 
said, she is disappointed about the ani- 
mosity that exists between the City and 
the Romulus Community Schools. The 
two entities should, she believes, work 
together to serve Romulus youth to the 
best of their combined abilities. 

Then, with a wry grin, she added, 
"Really, though, it's the little stuff that 
drives you crazy!" 

Speaking to future goals, McAnally — 
after stating that she tries not to set 
personal limits — said, "Now, my job is 
here, and | try to concentrate only on 
that. | don't think you should focus your 
energy ontoo many different objectives."

spoke glowingly of Betsey Krampitz, ‘her 


administrative assistant, and Hafeeza 
Khalifa, her personal secretary. 
"Betsey and Hafeeza are outstand- 


ing," said McAnally. "They're hard work- 


ers who care abouttheir jobs, the people, 
and the City." 

With regard to the City's departmen- 
tal leaders, McAnally said, "| feel that 
they all have a ‘can do’ attitude about 
their work. | have a lot of confidence in 
them, and I'm not an easy boss.... | 
expect a lot." 

After graduating from a Kansas City 
high school, McAnally spent three years 
at the University of Kansas City and Park 
College. At that point, she was awarded 
a three-year scholarship from the Kan- 
sas City Art Institute. 

"At the Art Institute," she said, "we 
covered all aspects of art. We studied 
everything from water-color painting and 
sculpture to fashion and graphics. Also, 
while | was at the Institute, | continued to 
take courses atthe University (of Kansas 
City)." 

McAnally noted that, since her politi- 
cal beginnings, she has also attended 


numerous professional seminars and 


workshops.

rence Atchison, lives in an apartment 
which McAnally had built adjacent to her 
own home. Florence enjoys visiting her 
friends, watching the birds and squirrels 
inthe summer months, and watching her 
"shows." 

McAnally has three living children. 
Andrea, who lives in Trabuco, California, 
works as a legal secretary. Also residing 
in Trabuco is Patrice, who works in the 
home taking care of her and husband 
Steven's six-year-old son, Zachary Cole 
Boyer. Son Daniel Wayne makes his 
home in Romulus and works for an auto- 
related firm that frequently contracts with 
Ford Motor Company's Truck Division. 
His wife Marjiworks in Taylor, teaching at 
that community's St. John Lutheran 
School. 

When not busy directing the affairs 
of City government, McAnally enjoys 
painting, and is a self-described “avid 
reader." What she reads, she said, de- 
pendsupon her mood, although she gets 
"a kick" out of "all that Stephen Kipg 
stuff." 

Occasionally, McAnally considers 
writing a book about Romulus. It'stheme, 
she said, would be "the town that could, 
would, and is going to— against allodds.”

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John Thiede Kicks Off 
Professional Soccer Career

The Toledo Twisters soccer team of 
the United States Interregional Soccer 
League (USISL) now counts Romulus 
native John Thiede among its profes- 
sional members. After graduating from 
Romulus High School, Thiede — now 28 
— picked up his associate's degree in 
criminal justice fromAllendale, Michigar:’s 
Grand Valley State in 1985. He also 
picked up on his ability to play soccer. 

When Thiede was asked, ina recent 
interview, to detail his soccer career to 
date, he replied, "When | was at Romu- 
lus High School, | played baseball at 
school and-— since there wasn't a soccer 
program — | played 'backyard' soccer. 
That was just a bunch of us getting 
together and playing soccer whenever 
we had a chance. It was when | was 
attending Grand Valley State that | re- 
ceived my first taste of organized play in 
soccer." 

Thiede wentonto note thatthe USISL 
is an indoor league that fields teams in 
Detroit, Richmond, Baltimore, and Mil- 
waukee, as well as in Toledo. With a 
game against the Detroit Wheels already 
under the Twisters’ belt, Thiede said that 
his team will meet the Milwaukee Ram- 
page on December 3; th? Richmond 
Kickers on December 10; and the Balti- 
more Bays on December 17. 

From December 1993 to February 
1994, the Twisters will once again face 
each of the team's League opponents, 
plus travel to Oklahoma to play teams in 
Tulsa and Oklahoma City. 

The Twisters will play their home 
games at Canton's Soccer Dome — a 
facility located on Michigan Avenue, two 
miles west of |-275. All games begin at 
7:30 p.m. and carry a $4 admission 
charge. For children 13 years old and 
under, the cost is $2. 

With soccer's World Cup coming to 
Pontiac's Silverdome in 1994, Thiede 
feels that more people are becoming 
excited about soccer. 

"Indoor soccer is great,” he said, 
"and a lot of people like it. It's like indoor 
football with more hard hitting and more 
scoring." 

Standing tall at 5'11" and weighing in 
at about 180 Ibs., Thiede plays "defender" 
for the Twisters. 

"Mainly," said Thiede, "defenders are 
there to preventthe opposition from scor- 
ing. We're kind of a ‘last line of defense’ 
in front of our goalkeeper. 

"But, even so," he continued, "we 
sometimes bring the ball down offen- 
sively — kind of like what Bobby Orr used 
to do for the Chicago Black Hawks (in 
professional hockey)."

Located at 36567 Goddard in down- 
town Romulus, Avenue Classic is owned 
and operated by 42-year-old Mike Dunn. 
Prior to opening his business approxi- 
mately two years ago, Dunn worked for 
15 years as an automobile mechanic in 
his native city of Wyandotte. 

In arecent interview, when asked to 
describe the services provided by his 
operation, the 18-year Southgate resi- 
dent replied, "Basically, we convert cars 
into limos by cutting them in half and 
extending them. Although it's hard to pin 
down, | would say thatittakes an average 
of about 90 days for one conversion.” 

Dunn noted that Avenue Classic is 
definitely a "specialty" business. From 
the moment a car enters his shop in 
order to be converted, all subsequent 
work is done entirely by hand. 

At the time of the interview, there 
were about a dozen autos — all at various 
stages of conversion — in Dunn's build- 
ing.
